line which is set by law. 


The law requires such a report 
by March I. Failure to make the 
deadline, the law says, leaves the 
collectors subject to a maximum 
fine of $500 or a maximum im­ 
prisonment of three months or 
both. 
Two more of the delinquent 


are from Lower Bucks County 
in addition to Cameron who, as 
c o l l e c t o r 
for 
the 
largest 
township in the county, has the 
biggest collections to make. 


The report of E. William Lin- 
deberg of Middletown Township 
also has not been filed. Linde- 
berg was defeated in his cam­ 
paign for re-election last fall by 


Democrat Robert Saunders. 
Lindeberg, however, is still col­ 
lector of the 1961 taxes and his 
report was the one that was due 
March I. The same situation ap­ 
plies throughout the county. 
The other Lower Bucks County 
collector who had not filed his re­ 
port this morning was Fletcher

The law states that such a re­ 
port is to be made out in tripli­ 
cate, one copy to be filed with 
the 
Department 
of

Affairs in Harrisburg, one with 
the clerk of the Quarter Sessions 
Court in Doylestown and one to 
be kept by the collector.

McCone appeared at closed-door 
hearings of the House and Senate 
armed services subcommittees. 


McCone gave the lawmakers a 
digest of what CIA o f f i c i a l s 
learned from Powers In tw o 
weeks of questioning at an undis 
closed location. First indications 
were that the congressmen were 
satisfied with the explanation. 


McCone, according to a reliable 
congressional source, said Pow­ 
ers’ 
high - flying reconnaisance 
plane was thrown out of control 
by an explosion he still does not 
understand. 


The tail of the plane was said 
to have been wrecked in the blast. 
Powers was hurled violently 
about the cockpit with the result 
that he was not able to reach a 
“destruct” button with which it 
had been contemplated he would 
destroy his U-2 plane rather than 
allow it to be captured. 


Powers had extreme difficulty 
getting out of the falling plane, 
the source quoted McCone as say­ 
ing, but he finally extricated him­ 
self and parachuted to earth. 


McCone told the lawmakers that 
the U-2 pilot’s conduct in prison 
and during his show trial in Mos 
cow was beyond reproach. 
Powers’ whereabouts was not 
immediately disclosed. The gov­ 
ernment has said he is a free 
agent and has indicated he even­ 
tually will make himself available 
to tell his story to the press. 


Members 
of 
Congress 
had 
raised the question of whether 
Powers had adequately carried 
out the terms of his contract. 
They particularly asked why he 
did not destroy the plane with its 
secret equipment.

Crop Failures Was 1st Egan High Principal

DOUAJLA, Cameroun Republic (UPI) — A charter­ 
ed American-built DC7C airliner crashed and burned in 
a West African Jungle swamp last night, killing all 111 
persons aboard in commercial aviation's worst single 
plane disaster. 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Soviet Pre 
mier Nikita Khrushchev gave a 
failure-after-failure report of So­ 
viet farm production today and 
saki material incentives might be 
the cure. 


In a speech opening a Commu­ 
nist 
party 
Central Committee 
meeting in the Kremlin, Khrush­ 
chev listed lagging production in 
meat, grain and dairy products in 
many Soviet farming areas—in­ 
cluding his own prize project, the 
virgin lands, Moscow radio re­ 
ported. 
Khrushchev hinted greater re­ 
wards for collective farm peas­ 
ants may be in the offing when 
he said: 


“It is completely wrong to op­ 
pose material incentives to moral 
ones . . . the development of mor­ 
al stimuli and the strengthening 
of material stimuli, of material 
interest and indissolubly linked." 
Khrushchev did not, according 
to Communist 
reports of 
his 
speech, spell out the dollar and 
cents meaning of his call for 
added incentives to farmers. 


However, he said it “has noth­ 
ing in common with the capitalist 
pursuit of profits. 
First reports of Khrushchev’s 
speech gave no indication that the 
premier spoke about the Ameri­ 
can decision to resume nuclear 
tests in the atmosphere or about 
the western rejection of his bid 
for 
an 
18-nation 
disarmament 
summit in Geneva, 


Western diplomats were looking 
particularly for some indication 
as to whether Khrushchev will 
attend the 18-nation disarmament 
conference convening in Geneva 
March 14. 
This is the first time in two 
months Khrushchev has had a 
chance for a major policy state­ 
ment. He returned only recently 
from a vacation on the Black 
Sea.

Control tower officials at Dou- 
ala Airport said there were “ab­ 
solutely no survivors” when res­ 
cue crews reached the scene of 
the crash about a mile and a 
half off the end of the main run­ 
way.

The crash brought to 206 the 
number of persons killed in major 
plane crashes within three days.

The worst previous commercial 
air disaster of a single plane was 
the crash of the KUM Royal 
Dutch airliner in the Atlantic off 
Ireland on Aug. 14, 1958, in which 
99 died. 
Crashes On Takeoff 
The DC7C, a four-engine, pro­ 
peller-driven liner, went into its 
death dive within two minutes 
after leaving the runway Sunday 
night in a violent storm. 
The accident paralleled in some 
respects the crash of an Ameri­ 
can Airlines Boeing 707 Astrojet 
that plunged into the water on 
taking off from Idlewild Airport 
last Thursday. 
That 
was 
the 
worst single-plane crash in U.S. 
commercial aviation history. 


The area in which the DC7C 
crashed was so impenetrable that 
it was not until after daybreak 
today that rescue workers could 
reach it and report their findings. 


The Caledonian Airlines, which 
started operations last December, 
had leased the plane from the 
Belgian Sabena Airlines. It was 
being operated as a charter flight 
for Trans-African Aircoach Co.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev has 
accepted a U.S.-British proposal 
to open disarmament talks in Ge­ 
neva later this month with a for­ 
eign ministers’ meeting, officials 
disclosed today. 
The White House said President 
Kennedy had received a message 
from Khrushchev "on the subject 
of the disarmament conference” 
but declined to elaborate. Press 
Secretary 
Pierre 
Salinger 
said 
"we will have no comment until 
we have had a chance to study 
it.” 
Other sources said the message, 
sent Sunday, notified the United 
States and 
Britain 
that Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
would attend the 18-nation dis­ 
armament conference opening in 
Geneva March 14. 
The Kremlin message also said 
Gromyko was willing to meet 
with 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Dean 
Rusk and British Foreign Secre­ 
tary Lord Hume in Geneva before 
the formal opening of the confer­ 
ence 
Expect Early Meetings 
Rusk tentatively plans to leave 
here for Geneva on March IO. 
Diplomats said he hoped to meet 
with Lord Hume next day. 
A 
meeting with Gromyko could take 
place on March 12. 
President Kennedy and British 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan 
proposed Feb. 7 in a joint letter 
to 
Soviet 
Premier 
Nikita 
S. 
Khrushchev that the U.S., British 
and Soviet foreign ministers meet 
just prior to the 18-nation Geneva 
talks. 
He said there should be a ma­ 
jor effort to break the deadlock 
on nuclear test ban negotiations 
before the atomic arms race gets 
completely out of hand. 
Khrushchev replied by propos­ 
ing an 18-nation summit confer­ 
ence. Kennedy and Macmillan re­ 
jected this for the present, say­ 
ing evidence of progress toward 
setting East - West differences 
should precede any meeting of the 
heads of government. 
Renewed Ban Proposal 
Then, last Friday night. Ken­ 
nedy told a radio-television audi­ 
ence he had given a go-ahead for 
a resumption of U.S. atmospheric 
testing in late April unless Russia 
agreed to a "fully-effective” test 
ban before then. 
The Kremlin message delivered 
at the State Department Sunday 
was reported to have said that 
Khrushchev had “reluctantly" ac 
cepted the foreign minister pro­ 
posal.

Wants Free Bridge 


He said he hoped the new bridge 
could be financed with both fed­ 
eral and state aid, and that it 
should be a free bridge. 


Currently, there is a five-cent 
toll on the Burlington - Bristol 
bridge, which is operated by the 
Burlington County Bridge Com­ 
mission. This group also opera­ 
tes the Tacony-Palmyra bridge. 
Sirott yesterday charged it was 
an "indignity"
